that Hur Majosty'’s repretontatives should 
have yielded to ignorant obstructivencss 
and given up without an equivalent the

brightest hopo.now is that somo time dur- 
ing the 20th century. tho Chinese. may 
themselves realise tho advantage of steamer 
traftio in oponing and doveloping the trado 
of Westorn China. In thé meantimo the 
prospective opening of tho port has 80 
stirred the mercantile communtiy in China 
that rumour has it that ono und: possibly 
evon two or three merchants uro coming to 
avail themselves of tha world-renowned 
trado opportunities of Chungking.
